A representative of the gov­ 
ernm ent re n t control office again 
will be in Palm Springs once a 
week to 
answ er 
questions 
of 
landlords and tenants alike, ac­ 
cording 
to 
an 
announcem ent 
rñade by George MacDonald, area 
ren t control director, who ad ­ 
dressed nearly 100 persons at a 
m eeting in the El Paseo T heater 
building Tuesday night. 
M acDonald previously had said 
he feared his reduced office p er­ 
sonnel 
w ould 
not 
perm it 
the 
assigning 
of 
a m an 
to Palm 
Springs as was done last year, 
but he has found th a t the situ a ­ 
tion on ren ts is still so com pli­ 
cated here that he will find a 
w ay to spare a m an for at least 
half a day weekly. 
The service 
w ill start soon after Oct. 15 and 
the rent control representative 
w ill be provided headquarters at 
the C ham ber of Commerce of­ 
fice. 


INTRODUCED 
by 
President 
Florian Boyd of the C ham ber of 
Commerce, Mr. MacDonald o u t­ 
lined provisions of th e new ren t 
control law which becam e effec­ 
tive on Ju ly 1 under an act of 
congress. H e emphasized stro n g ­ 
ly that th is is an entirely new 
law and th a t classifications of 
properties made under the p re ­ 
vious law' m ay be changed u nder 
term s of th is act. 
Many hotel and apartm ent ho­ 
tel properties, not previously d e­ 
controlled under th e w inter sea­ 
son am endm ent of last year now 
m ay apply for decontrol und er 
term s of th e new law which re ­ 
moves re n t restrictions from es­ 
tablishm ents providing daily and 
w eekly rates, services and facil­ 
ities, Mr.

fice before increasing rates. 


T H E W I N T E R R E S O R T 
am endm ent provisions were in­ 
corporated in the new rent law 
but persons who had hoped to 
become eligible for relief u nder 
this ruling by rem aining closed 
this sum m er are doomed to dis­ 
appointm ent, he revealed.

" I RISE TO . R E M A R K ” 


B y C O N G R E S S M A N JO H N P H IL L IP S 


The news has just come over 
the radio, as 1 write this, that 
the President, returning on the 
“Mighty Mo” from South Amer­ 
ica, radioed ahead to swear in 
James Forrestal, up to now the 
Secretary of the Navy, as the 
new “Secretary of National De­ 
fense.” That is one week ahead 
of schedule. It makes Mr. Sulli­ 
van the Secretary of the Navy 
and Mr. Royall the Secretary of 
the Army. It implements and puts 
into operation the most import­ 
ant bill passed in the first ses­ 
sion of the 80th Congress, the 
“National Security Act of 1947” 
—commonly 
k n o w n 
as 
the 
“merger bill.” 
The same radio news broadcasts 
announce, in the expression of 
the street, that Secretary Mar­ 
shall has “blown his top” at the 
meeting of the United Nations, 
and has said that, since we seem 
unable to get along with Russia 
as a voting, or vetoing member, 
we'll have to get along without 
her and without the right of veto 
on the part of any major nation. 
It may be that the two items 
fit together and are therefore sig­ 
nificant. It may also be that the 
same simple determination that 
made it possible for the repre­ 
sentatives of the separate colon­ 
ies, 161 years ago today, to sign 
a document that gave birth to the 
strongest government ever known 
to man, representative govern­ 
ment under the Republic, has 
finally replaced the appeasement 
and weakness evidenced up to 
this time by this nation, as well 
as by other nations. 
The colonies didn’t all agree. 
If there had been a veto issue, 
we would have had a preview of 
the United Nations today. After 
weeks of discussion, and the con­ 
ception of the "Federal Plan” 
(Senate and House to be elected 
on different bases) and the near­ 
est possible agreement, the agree­ 
ing colonies simply went ahead 
without the two holdouts. They 
subsequently 
c a m e 
into 
the 
Union. 
The only way to talk to Russia 
is with firmness. It is the only 
language that Nation understands. 
We can live with them, we can 
deal with them, we can make 
agreements with them and these 
agreements can be kept, but not 
on any basis of appeasement, nor 
on the easy give and take of 
American custom. 
It was Mr. Churchill who said 
that 
if 
trouble 
between 
the 
United States and Russia ever 
did come, it would come because 
of a well-known characteristic of 
this country. We would say “No” 
a few times and really not mean 
it, or in our easy going fashion, 
not press the point. The time 
we said "No" and really meant 
it, Russia wouldn't be able to 
tell 
the 
difference, 
and 
then 
trouble would develop. Time will 
indicate how’ correct he was. 
Russia is fatalistic, controlled, 
its radios listen only to govern­ 
ment broadcasts, its papers print 
only government propaganda. Its 
people are for the most 
part 
simple, rural people, who would 
and could get along w ith the rest 
of the world. They are under the 
control and direction of a dic­ 
tatorship as severe and as ar­ 
rogant as any in the history of 
the w’orld, 
even the days of 
Genghis Khan, from whom there 
may be a line descent. 
So what are the probable ef­ 
fects of today’s news items? I'll 
get my crystal ball out of the 
desk drawer, dust it off, and see 
what it says. This is my prophecy. 
Relations with Russia w ill prob­ 
ably be no worse, and are likely 
to be improved. The situation in­ 
side the United Nations organi­ 
zation will undoubtedly be im­ 
proved. The UN was slowly de­ 
generating into an organization 
with the importance of the ill- 
fated League of Nations, and all 
because of the Russian situation 
and the exercise of the veto 
power. This clarifies the situa­ 
tion. 
We are as prepared for war as 
any nation in the w’orld. There­ 
fore there will be no w’ar. We 
are willing to help any nation 
which in turn will help itself. 
Therefore there may be a spe­ 
cial session of the Congress. The 


reason given will be the present 
crisis, plus the need for imple­ 
menting 
the 
“Marshall 
Plan” 
with money. The President will 
call the session, not the leader­ 
ship of the Congress. It will prob­ 
ably be late in October, or early 
in November. When we get back 
to Washington, we will find every 
idea hanging on the Marshall 
Plan, like colored 
halls on a 
Christmas 
t r e e . 
Expenditures 
earnestly desired by the admin­ 
istration, which it could not pos­ 
sibly get through the Congress 
separately, will be found attached 
to the "Marshall Plan” because 
it will be hoped that the willing­ 
ness of the people to help others 
in distress, and the courage of 
the people in time of crisis, will 
cause them to say to the mem­ 
bers that they want the Presi­ 
dent supported and Marshall Plan 
augmented. 
The Congress will study the 
proposals with its present cau­ 
tion. It will suggest that coopera­ 
tion 
on 
international 
matters 
should properly start with the in­ 
ception of the program, and not 
merely after the administration 
is somewheres between the trunk 
on the tree and the end of the 
limb. It will reshape the pro­ 
posals. It will give support to the 
President and to the Secretary of 
State. It will then come home 
and not take up a lot of other 
matters for which groups and in­ 
dividuals will press. 
Well, now we’ll see if the old 
crystal ball is still in good form.

but it takes a couple of hours to 
drive it because it is so tw isty. 
It’s well w orth the trouble, how ­ 
ever, so don’t miss them under 
any condition. The Tetons are a 
series 
of 
very 
rugged jagged 
peaks, complete w ith snow-fields, 
glaciers, alpine meadows, tarns, 
lakes, and miles of good hiking 
trails. At Jenny Lake is the T e­ 
ton Museum, and whom should 1 
find there but Carl Jepson, the 
P ark N aturalist, form erly the as­ 
sistant naturalist at the Petrified 
Forest w hen I was there. 
So 
nothing would do but that Jim 
and I come to dinner that very 
moment. His lovely wife, Esther, 
took the added company in her 
usual stride and we had an ex­ 
cellent meal, as if she had know n 
we were coming weeks ahead! 
A tam e m arm ot kept us looking 
out 
their 
window. 
Then two 
deer strolled by. N ext a w estern 
tanager came after the butter on 
the feeding-tree, and then two 
antelope ground squirrels after 
peanuts. 
These latter w ere so 
tam e that if the window w ere 
raised 
and 
you 
didn’t 
profer 
them some tidbit, they’d come 
right in onto the table to scout 
about for themselves! 
Then to the cam pfire program, 
on the geographical history of 
the Teton range, and the Jackson 
Hole country in general. A fter 
the talk the Jepsons took m e 
over to the nearby camp of a 
gentlem an whose nam e I’ve for­ 
gotten for the moment, but a m an 
who is doing a novel thing. H e’s 
a student of music as well as an 
accomplished movie man. 
He 
picks some great scenic area, then 
chooses some classical piece of 
music to illustrate it, and then 
proceeds to film th at music prac­ 
tically note for note. He did it 
first w ith the G reat Smokies, 
then w ith M onum ent Valley, and 
at present is w orking on the 
G rand Tetons. 
N ext morning early I bid fare­ 
w ell to Carl, who had to lead an 
all-day hike up Paintbrush C an­ 
yon. We, including the trio from 
Ohio, had all camped out by Je n ­ 
ny Lake, so after breakfast we 
took the half-hour motorboat ride 
around the lake. This is a very 
beautiful trip and very inexpen­ 
sive.

This cave, one of the nicest w e’d 
seen, is not advertised much for 
one obvious reason. You have to 
hike up 1 Vi mile, nearly straight 
up the side of the m ountain, to 
get to the entrance of the cav­ 
erns. 
Once you get up there, 
you’re O.K. You’ll see three sep­ 
arate caves, all connected, the 
star feature of them all being the 
G reat H eart of Timpanogos. Our 
guide, a young chap in his early 
twenties, was in excellent form, 
w ith a good sense of humor, ready 
smile, and a natural easy-going 
style of talking. 
Needless to say, we were both 
a little bit tired after the return 
to the car. 
It had been a hike 
we hadn’t planned on. 
But we 
certainly 
needed 
the 
exercise. 
Continuing on down to Provo, 
Utah, I picked up three more 100 
foot reels of color film. I would­ 
n ’t have to skim p so much now. 
However, in purchasing it, we for­ 
got to put a coin in the parking 
m eter and got a traffic ticket on 
our windshield, our one and only 
on the entire trip. I was a bit 
irked w hen I took the ticket down 
to the police station to pay the 
fine, but the m an on duty there 
asked m e if I was out-of-state 
and then said there’d be no fine!

And although it’s not 
more than 3 or 4 miles off the 
main paved highw ay to G rand 
Junction, few people take 
the 
time to visit it. To me, it was 
very w orthw hile. All w inter long 
I had heard Colorado rave about 
their Rocky M ountain N ational 
Park, and some m entioned th eir 
Garden of the Gods or P ik e’s 
Peak and rarely Mesa Verde, yet 
none m entioned the Colorado N a­ 
tional M onument. I’ll rem em ber 
it with delight for a long tim e 
to come, and although we had 
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purposely gone 86 miles each way 
out of our planned route south, 
it w as well w orth th e tim e and 
extra mileage.
